STRONG COOLIDGE MAN 


Mr. Fess is himself ia favor of Pres- 


ident Coolidge for renomination and 
if that is not accomplished, he is for 
Secretary Hoover. Originally he fa- 
vored a definite instruction for the 
Ohio delegation for President Coolidge 
and was chiefly responsible for the 
talk of drafting the president. "When 
Mr. Coolidge made it clear to the 
Ohio senator that his attitude in dis- 
cussing the draft movement was likely 
to be misconstrued as an inspiration 
from the White House, Mr. Fees pub- 
licly disclaimed that his views were 
in any way prompted by the president. 
The Ohio senator then thought it was 
advisable for the delegation to be un- 
instructed so that it could be swung 
to Mr. Coolidge. 
Mr. Fess was known to favor Secre- 


tary Hoover as second choice but the 
vicissitudes of Ohio 
politics forced 


him into the Willis camp. In other j 
words the opportunity of Mr. Fess to 
be elected himself depended upon the 
support from his colleague, Mr. Willis. 
Now that the Ohio senatorial contest 
has been thrown open through the 
death of Mr. Willis, Mr. Fess is be- 
lieved to favor an uninstructed dele- 
gation with President Coolidge as his 
first choice and Secretary Hoover as 
his second. 


There are several reasons why the 


"last ditch" Coolidge men have been 
able to keep alive

ment and one of them is the way in 
which men like Charles D. Hilles and 
Chairman Butler have refrained from 
committing themelves for any candi- 
date. The fact that Senator Fess was 
selected by Mr. Butler is generally tak- 
en to mean now that the republican 
national convention arrangements are 
being made in such a way as to make 
possible the drafting of the president 
if such a movement arises spontan- 
eously from the delegates. It is even 
possible for the keynote speech to be 
a nominating speech for Mr. Coolidge, 
especially since Senator Fess has been 
quoted again and again as saying that 
the republican party was free to draft 
Mr. Coolidge notwithstanding his per- 
sonal wish and preference for retire- 
ment. Mr. Fess is also sponsor of the 
idea that the country would regard 
the third term precedent as meaning 
three consecutive elections rather than

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CHASING THE ELUSIVE THIItfG 
"Beauty is only skin deep," says the 


one without it. "My face is my fortune, 
kind sir," says the one with it. 


The question concerning beauty being 


a necessity to the accomplishment of suc- 
cess in either the social or business world 
still continues to bring forth conflicting 
opinions but 
until recently has hardly 


been the source of serious litigation. 


Now the stern courts of England are 


faced with a solemn problem. It concerns. 
a legal contest between two face special- 
ists. 
For advertising purposes one of 


them claimed a copyright to this expres- 
'sion: "Youthful 
appearance is a social 


necessity, not a luxury." A rival in the 
same business used the expression: 
"Beauty is the best letter of introduc- 
tion." The user of the former expression 
is seeking by injunction, that so-called 
terrible remedy, to prevent the use of. the 
latter expression as an infringement of 
his property in his copyright. 


The news accounts indicate that the 


evidence brought forth at the trial em- 
barrassed the judge who disliked very 
much to take a position seemingly in 
praise or in criticism of any opinion, of 
womankind upon the subject. In instruct- 
ing the jury he said, "A great many wo- 
men who are not beautiful have become 
celebrated," and then hastily and nerv- 
ously added, "Of course I am only speak- 
ing o£ those who are dead." 


Good looks may be considered always 


to be an asset in life but they are hardly 
indispensable to success. And if one came 
'to define the expression "good looks'","we 
would run into a wide variety of defini- 
tions. Good conduct, sensible actions, 
perhaps go further to give one an impres- 
sion of good looks than mere contour of 
face when the latter is unaccompanied by 
either sensibility or any other form of 
charm, for those who have the mere'ap- 
pearance of beauty .may be rather stupid. 


Publications in England are also be- 


coming concerned over the possible effect 
of the constant use of tobacco by English 
women. An official of one of the tobacco 
firms in London stated recently that the 
women of his country smoke more than 
women in any other country in the world 
and that, the numbers are constantly in- 
creasing. 
In this respect those English 


people who oppose the habit immediate- 
ly make comparison with American wo- 
men with the statement that the latter 
cannot acquire the tobacco habit because 
it goes hand in hand with the partaking 
of alcoholic beverages and that we have 
none of the latter in this country. That 
may be as accurate as the thought that 
the use of tobacco will have any 
effect 


upon beauty excepting as the use of any- 
thing which injures the health always 
detracts from the appearance. 


If the word "beauty" is taken to mean 


creating as good an appearance with the 
looks and features it has pleased Provi- 
dence to give to anyone, then its develop- 
ment and along those lines is a perfectly 
sensible thing. But when it.becomes nec- 
essary to lift faces, drop noses, twist cars 
and break legs, it is getting out of the 
realm of the reasonable. That person will 
be called the most sensible who says that 
he or she, and mostly she, is perfectly 
satisfied with the way it has pleased the 
Almighty to make her. 
The works of 


Providence may be improved by tidiness 
and cleanliness but are always broken by 
extremes, as witness the young lady in 
Chicago who lies upon a hospital cot with 
both limbs amputated because she went 
through a straightening.process, as she 
thought, to follow fashion's stern decree.

ECONOMIC INDEPENDENCE 


Another link in that highly desirable 


state, economic independence, is found in 
our sugar resources. Such arc the sugar 
resources of the United Slatcs'that they 
might render the country independent of 
such .production and importation combi- 
•Viations as were recently entered into by 
-Cuba, Czecho-Slovakia, Germany and 
other sugar growing countries. This na- 
tive source of supply, aside from Porto 
Rican and Louisiana cane.and Colorado 
beets is found in the country's corn fields. 
Last year almost 700,000,000 pounds of 
corn sugar were produced. 


Corn sugar is a different substance 


from what is ordinarily known as sugar, 
being dextrose, instead of sucrose which 
is obtained from sugar cane, sugar beets, 
sorghum, maple and palm. It has proved 
very useful in medicine, especially for in- 
fant and invalid feeding. It is also used 
extensively in the food industry. 


The production of pure crystal corn 


sugar on a commercial scale is an infant 
industry. The conversion of the grain is 
an intricate process requiring consider- 
able investment of capital to establish 
plants for the varied processes necessary 
to the production of this commodity. 
However, it is rendered sufficiently prof- 
itable by the fact that, with the modern 
bent for economy and efficiency in pro- 
duction, no part of the grain is permitted 
to go to waste. The by-products of the 
production of corn sugar arc oil, two 
kinds of cattle feed, gluten and perhaps 
sonic maltrose and dcxtrincs. 


Scientific research has made these pro- 


cesses possible, and it is scientific re- 
search to which we are indebted for the 
multitude of blessings mankind now en- 
joys that were unknown to former Q-Cit- 
erations. And it is to scientific research 
that we must look for whatever addition- 
al links we may add to our economic in- 
dependence.

Hair Dj-es 


I wish to know of 
. which it is claimed rc- 


torcs the original natural color to gray or faded 
lair, contains anything injurious to health.

Answer—Of 
course such claims are fraudulent, 


or the original natural color cannot be restored to 
he hair. The last analysis of this particular nos- 
rum indicated that it is virtually a lunar caustic 
silver nitrate) solution. 
Silver nitrate stains or 


yes the hair or skin black or dark brown when 
unlight acts on it. I cannot suggest hair dyes, 
hough some dyes are harmless. I advise you to 
oavc the dyeing: of the hair to your barber or hair 
rcsscr. Aside from the trifling- irritation of the 
calp, silver nitrate is harmless enough, if the effect 
s cosmetically satisfactory. Many alleged hair col- 
r "restorers"—o£ course they are merely dyes— 
cpcnd on lead acetate (sugar of lead) for their 
lack dye effect. I should not hesitate to use a lead 
cetatc and sulphur hair dye myself, though lead is 
oisonous. One may safely use real henna for dyc- 
ng the hair, but many proprietary cosmetics pur- 
orting to be henna contain added ingredients, such 
s copper and iron salts, -which arc not so harmless, 
ome hair dyes or "color restorers" contain para- 
bcnylcndiame, which is a nuick 
dye but 
very 


oisonous and should never be used on the hair. If 
our barber or hair rlrcssor is one of established 
cputation. you can trust him or her not to uso 
nngcrous nostrums to dye your hair.

in training. It is true that alcohol is 
a concentrated substance which aids 
Jn supplying, energy. 
On the other 


hand, it also bears a definite relation- 
ship to Ihe 
co-ordination 
of 
fine 


movements and this co-ordination is 
perhaps more important than the en- 
orgy that may be derived from the 
alt ohol. 


The 
same 
considerations 
apply- 


to tho taking of nicotine in the form 
of tobacco. While smoking in ordin- 
ary amounts is not. found to bo harm-' 
ful to the average man, an overdose 
of nicotine may 
seriously 
interfere 


with 
fine 
co-ordinated 
movements. 


For this reason, trainers do not per- 
mit the use of tobacco by trnck ath- 
letes.

Moreover, there are three serious 


weaknesses In Governor Smith's can- 
didacy, aside from his defeat in the 
Madison Square Garden imbroglio. He 
is a Tammany man. He is a wet. And 
he is a Catholic. 


That 
combination 
would 
have 


made any candidate utterly 
impos- 


sible a decade ago, but it docs not 
seem to have handicapped Smith In 
the least. His affiliation with 
Trfm- 


many certainly is not an asset to him, 
but apparently it is not losing him 
any important support. That he is a 
wet assuredly is not an element of 
strength, 
but where 
is it 
hurting 


him? 


The religious issue appeared to be 


far more formidable four years ago 
than it is now, although much will 
be heard of it should Governor Smith 
be nomniated. It may not keep him 
out of the nomination, but he will not 
be elected without a campaign that 
features all the bitterness and ugli- 
ness that characterize politics when 
religion is a factor. When Governor 
Smith is nominated he will break all 
records in that he will be the first 
Catholic to be named for the Presi- 
dency by cither of the major parties. 


And still another record he will es- 


tablish is that he will be the 
first 


nominee of the well-known and ra- 
ther numerous Smith family.

in trying- to sell the land to colored 
people of Chicago, Immigration com- 
missioner Oscar Gunderson said. The 
land was divided into ten acres lots 
and it was planned to put a family on 
each lot. A large illustrated pamph- 
let was printed, and 'the village was 
described as "The City Beautiful." 


T,and contracts were sold to colored 


people with a small payment 
down,
